Our conſtant Aﬀettion to the Engliſh Na- 
tion, our juft averſion to-the French, our 
zrviolable Fidelity to the Crown to which 
we are United, and the great advantage 
theſe IMands are of to En end for the ſe- 
curity J the Channel. Theſe IWlands, ſays 
he, (d) are the only remainder of our (1) roy, i 
Rights in Normandy, unto which Duke- 2g; 
dom they did once belong. Ever fince 

they were annexed unto the Engliſh 

Crown, they have, with great Teſtimo- 

ny of Faith and Loyalty, continued in 

that Subjeion. The Sentence, or Ar 

reſt of Confiſcation given by the Parlia- 

ment of France againſt King John, nor 

the ſurprizal of Normandy by the French 

Forces, could be no perſwafion unto 

"them -to change their Maſters. Nay, 

when the French had twice ſeized on 

them during the Reign of that unhappy 

Prince, __ the State of England was. 

_ embroyled'at home, the People valiantly 

| made good their own, and faithfully re- 

| turned unto their firſt obedience. In after- 

times as any War grew hot betwixt the 

Emgliſh and the French, theſe Iſlands were E 
principally aimed at by the Enemy, and 

| ſometimes alſo were attempted by them,

but with ll Succeſs. And certainly it 


could not but be an Eye-ſore to the French 
to. have theſe Iſlands within their 
Sight, and not within their Power ; to 
ſee them at the leaſt in poſſeſſion of their 
ancient Enemy the Engliſh, a Nation 
ſtrong in ſhipping, and likely by the 
opportunity of theſe Places to annoy 
their Trade. For if we look upon them 
in their Situation, we ſhall find them 
ſeated purpoſely for the Command and 
Empire of the Ocean: The lands ly- 
ing in the chief Trade of all Shipping 
from the Eaſtern Parts unto the Weſt, 
and in the middle way between Sz. Ma- 
lo's and the River Seine, the only Traf- 
fick of the Normans, and Parifians. At 
this St. Malo's, as at a common Empory, 
do the Merchants of Spain and Paris bar- 
ter their Commodities ; the Parifans 
making both their paſſage and return by 


theſe Iſles ; which, if well aided by a 
{mall Power from the King's Navy, - 


would quickly bring that Inter-courſe to 
nothing. An opportunity negleded by 
Our former Kings in their Attempts up- 


on that Nation, as not being then fo 


powertull on the Seas as now they are, 


but. 
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but likely for the future to be husbanded 


to the beſt advantage, if the French here- - - 


after ſtir againſt Us. Sure I am that 
my Lord Danby conceived this Courſe of 


*  allothers to be the fitteſt for the impove- 


riſhing,if not undoing of the French; and + 


accordingly made Propoſition by his Let- 


ters to the Council, that a Squadron of 


Eight ſhips might be employed about ' 


theſe Iſlands .for thar purpofe ; an Ad- 
vice which had this Summer took effe, 
had not the Peace betwixt both Realms 
been ſo ſuddenly)concluded.

= worthy of Obſervation eſcaped his Se- 
dulity and Enquiry. The Book was long 
fince ready for the Preſs, but has never 
appeared otherwiſe than in private hands, 
for what reaſon I cannot certainly tell. 
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1t was ' my © good Fortune "to procure a 
Tranſcript of it in the time of the Au- 
thor, who was my Neighbour and my fin- 
gular good Friend; to which his. Son has 
fince added a Supplement of other uſefull 
Manuſcripts found among his Father's Pa- 
pers, with full Power to Publiſh them as 
my Own. But I am not ſo vain as to Ar- 
rogate to my ſelf the Praiſe due to another 
3 Man's Labours. Therefore I dd freely ac- 
3. Knowledge that, in the preſent Work, I do 
* but write after that excellent Man's Copy 
And tho I allow my ſelf the Liberty of - 
altering his Method, ſupplying his Omiſſi- 
ons, and leaving out, or but Neghely glan- 
cing at ſome things which he more largely 
inſiſted on ; and, in a word , making ſuch 
Changes in the whole,as that to any One that 
con ers both, they may appear to have 
been different Deſigns ; yet ſtill I muſt own 
' that the Foundation on which I build is 
His, and agreat Part of the Materials 
employed in this Work are Hi alſo. 

I have likewiſe received ſome help from 
' thoſe imperfett Notes which Philip Du- 
marelq Eſquire, Seigneur of Samares, ano- 
ther of the Magiſtrates of JERSEY, 
and a very ingenious and inquiſitive Per- 
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ſon, imparted to me ſome time before bis 


- Deceaſe. He had begun a Survey of this 


Ifland, and had made a good Progreſs in 
it, but Death gave him not leave to finiſh 
it. . 

Let none deſpiſe this Work, becauſe it 
Treats of a Country of ſo narrow an Ex- 
tent, and that makes ſo little noiſe in the 


World. For as the -Power and Wiſdom of F 


God are no leſs ſeen in the Produftion of 
*he ſmalleſt Tuſeits, than of the more glo- 
rious Parts ef the Creation, ſo his Provi- 
dence is no leſs to be admired in the Pre- 
ſervation of the ſmalleſt States, than of the 
greateſt Empires of the Univerſe. Indeed 
zt, maſt be a Matter of Aſtoniſhment to 
any conſidering Man, that, in the ſpace of 
almoſt Eight hundred years, wherein ſtrange 
Viciſſitudes have happened in the moſt po- 
werfull Monarchies, ſearce any ſenſible 
Change has been felt in this Iſland ; unleſs 
it. be that of Religion, which (God be 
thanked) we have no reaſon to be ſorry for. 
But if ever the mighty hand of God was 
ſeen in any thing, "tis in that wonderfull 


Deliverance - he has wrought for Ds, 


throughout the Succeſſion of ſo many Ages, 


. from a Formidable Enemy, that lies in a 


Manuer 
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'F Manner contiguous to Us, and which, in 
4 that long Period of Tears, has neglefed 
3 few Opportunities of increaſing its Domini- 
S ons, and dilating on every fide-its Frontiers, 
3 Every one that reads this knows I mean 
3 the French, to whom the ſlighteſt  Pre-- 
4 tence has beer always Ground enough to in- 
vade their Neighbours, and who could have 
wanted none ſuch to invade Vs ( oftner than 
they have done) had not the ſame God that 
ſtills the Raging of the Sea, and bids.it 
go thus far, and no farther, ſet a Bound 
to their Uſurpations and Encroachments on 
this Side. What vaſt Acquiſitions have 
they not made in thoſe Eight Hundred 
Tears» How many © Battels have they 
fought ! And how many Viftories have they 
won 1 They have reduced thoſe goodly Pro- 
vinces, which were once part of the Anci- 
ent. Gaul, ut had been erefted into di- 
tinft Soveraignties, which are now reunt- 
ted to that Crown : As Bretagne, Pro- 
vence, Dauphine, Burgundy, Lorraine, 
and others. They have regained thoſe 
which the Engliſh with ſo much Glory, and 
at the Expence of ſo much Blood, had won 
from them heretofore ; .or which were the 


old 
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old and undoubted Patrimony of our Kings ; 
or had been acquired by Alliances and Mar- 
riages with the Heireſſes of thoſe Provin- 
ces, as Normandy, Poitou, Anjou, Maine, 
and Aquitaine. They have pierced through 


the Pyrenees, and the Alps, and carried * 


their Arms into the Bowels of Ttaly. They 
have paſſed the Meulſe and the Rhine, and 
made their Cannon to be heard inBruſlels, 
and Amſterdam. They have improved 
their Navigation to a Degree, as ſtrikes 
a Terrour into other Nations ; and they who 
once knew little beyond their own Coaſts, co- 
ver now the Ocean with Mighty Fleets, aud 


have enlarged their Empire beyond ſome of f 


the remoteſt Seas. And yet theſe wery 
Men that uſed to be attended with ſuch 
wonderfull Succeſs, have been always defea- 
ted in their Attempts on this Iſland ; as 
if that ſmall and narrow Current, that di- 
vides our Shore from their Continent, had, 
by ſome ſecret Order of Heaven, been de- 
creed to be a Stop to their Conqueſts, which, 
on all other Sides, have forced the ftron- 
geſt Barrieres of Nature, .and whoſe ſwift 
Progreſs, neither Hills, nor Rivers, nor 
Seas have been able to obſtrult. I think 
every one that owns the Providence of (God

the Throne by EDWARD IV. For then S:zr gg. ry. 


Richard Harliſton Vice-Admiral of England, 
coming to Guernezey with a Squadron of the 
King's Ships, Philip de Carteret ſent to him 
for Succour. They agreed that while 
the Engliſh Fleet blockt up AMont-Orgueil 
Caſtle by Sea, the Iſlanders ſhould beſiege it 
by Land. The Caſtle was reduced by Famine ; 
and the French were once more driven quite 
out of the Iſland. -The Iſlanders got much 
Honour by this Siege, and had thereupon a 
new Charter granted them, with ſpecial 
mention of their good Service on this occa- 
fion, and the ſaid good Service hath ever 
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ſince been inſerted in all our Charters to this 
Day, in perpetuam ret Memoriam. 

So many ill Succeſſes one after another, 
made the French lay afide for a-while the 
thoughts of theſe MHlands ; fo that we hear 
no more of them under the Reigns of ED. 
WARDV,RICHARDIH, HENRY VII, 
and HENRY VIII. But I muſt not omit 
to mentign the Coming of Hezry VII. to 
JERSEY in this Interval. He was then 
only Earl of Richmond, and fled from the 
Cruelty and Tyranny of Richard. Whether 
out of Deſign, or forced by contrary Winds 
in his Paſſage into Bretagne, he put into this 
Iſland, where he lay concealed till he found 
an Opportunity toget over.

Queen MARY's Reign has been thought 
inglorious for the Loſs of Calas, taken by 
the French, after the Engliſh had poſſeſſed it 
above 260 Years. It was nevertheleſs in the 
Time of this Queen, that the Iſle of Sark was 
retaken from the French; though I cannot 
ſay the Recovery of ſo ſmall an Iſland coun- 
tervails the Loſs of a Town, that was one of 
the Keys of France. The French Colony in 
that Ifland was grown very thin ; The foli- 
tarineſs of the Place, and the want of Ne- 
cefſaries, but chiefly the ill Proſpect of their 
Afﬀairs, and-their Deſpondency of ever be- 
coming Maſters of the other Iflands, cauſing 
many of them to deſert, and return into 
France; ſo that few able to bear Arms were 
left for the Defence of the Place. And yet 
even thoſe few were enough to have held it 
againſt a whole Army. For the Land is ſo 
high, and unacceffible on all Sides, and the 
Steps leading up ſo ſteep and narrow, that. 
one Man arm'd only with Stones, may*t have 
kept out a Thouſand. This Illand notwith- 
ſtanding was taken by a ſmall Company of 
Flemings, Subjects of K. Philip, ( Husband 
of Q. Mary,) who coming in the Night to 
one of thoſe Paths, and finding it unguarded, 
went up without Reſiſtance, and took the 
French Priſoners.

Trade is the Life of an Iſland. And our 
People accordingly had before the War, 
with good Succeſs, applied themſelves to 
the Improvement of it, They were become 
owners of good Ships, with which they 
traded not only into England and France, but 
likewiſe into Sparn, Portugal, Holland, Nor- 
way, into the Balrick-Sea, and into the En- 
glifh Plantations in Americe, But the Neigh- 
bourhood of St. Malo, that famous Retreat 
of French Corſaires, has ruined our Naviga- 
tion. The conſtant and ſtanding Manufa- 
&ture of this Iſland is that of Stockings, tho' 
that be alſo brought down very low ſince the 
War. They are wrought of Engliſh Wooll, 
whereof a certain Quantity is by Concefli- 
on of Parliament allowed to be exported 
yearly, and manufactured in theſe Iſlands. I 
have heard that 6000 ( ſome ſay 10000) 
Pair have been weekly made in JERSEY, 
which were bought up every Saturday at St. 
Helier by the -Merchants, who diſperſed 
them afterwards into all Parts of Exrope. 
From Exgland we are ſupplied with all Kind

from time to time been either enlarged, or 


reſtrained. Anciently the Gover- 
nor here was a Perſon of a mixt 
Power. IT mean that he hadthe 
Adminiſtration of both the Ci- 
vil and Military Authority : He 
was Judge, as well as Governor : 
had the diſpoſal of all places in 
Court, Church, or Garriſon. 
Then he was -called Baily (9), 
which in the Gottzþh Tongue 
ſignifies Cuſtos, i. e. a War- 
den,or Guardian (z). For he was 
both Caſtos Terre, and Cnſtos 
Legum, Guardian of the Land, 
and Guardian of the Laws. In 
proceſs of time he reſerved only 
the Exerciſe of the Military

T"Here are yet remaining in this Iſland Chap. V. 
L ſome old Monuments of Paganiſme, Rel:gzon. 
We call them Pouquelays. They . are great 
flat Stones of vaſt bigneſs and weight, ſome 
Oval, ſome Quadrangular, raiſed three or 
four foot from the ground, and ſupported 
by others of a leſs ſize. *Tis evident both 
from their Figure, and great quantities of 
Aſhes found in the ground thereabouts, that 
they were uſed for Altars in thoſe Times of 
Superſtition.

thoſe days. And this I take to be the beſt 
account that can be given of this ancient 
Chappel, and the Moles on which it is e- 
reed: which differs from that of Mr. Poing- 
deſtre, who thinks this Eminency was raiſed 
at the time that the Dares and other Nor. 
thern Nations made their inroads into this 
Iſland, and was defigned for a Specula, 
or Watch-Hill, to diſcover them at Sea, 
and to give Notice of their approach ; and 
that the Chappel was built long after by 
one Meton, who was Dean of this Iſland 
about the Year 1520 ; Mabon indeed did 
cauſe the Eaſt end to be new built, and a 
paſſage with a Repoſitory under ground, 
and under the Altar, to be made in imita- 
tion of the Holy Sepulcher at Feruſalem, 
where he had ſometimes been. 

I ſhall paſs over thoſe dark Ages of Po- 
pery which too ſoon followed the Planting 
of Chriſtianity in this Iſland, and ſhall ha- 
ſten to give ſome account of the State of 
Religion here from the Reformation. The 
ſame Change of Religion that was made in 
England, in the Reign of K. Edward VI, 
was made here alſo, The Engliſh Liturgy 
was tranſlated into French, and ſent hither, 
In Q. Mary's time the Maſs. was ſet up a- 
gain, as it was in Exgland.

of the Royal Court, He was a great Ene- Rel:gton. 


my and Perſecutor of the married Clergy, 
but himſelf at the ſame time kept a Whore, 
who being brought to bed, he, to conceal his 
Shame, murdered the Infant, unknown to 
the Mother ; for which he was apprehend- 
ed, and notwithſtanding the oppoſition of 
Pawlet the Popiſh Dean, who would have 
had him convened before the Biſhop of 
Contance as his proper Judge, ſuffered as he 
deſerved. This muſt ſeem an Aion of 
great Boldneſs and Reſolution in the Court 
at that time, to any that conſiders the 
Power and Intereſt of the Popiſh Clergy 
under that Reign, It was not ſo in Guerne- 
ſey.

When 
ſhe came to fuffer, her Belly burſt through 
the violence of the Flame, and alovely Boy 
iffued forth, who falling gently on the Fa. 
gots, tumbled off without Netiring any in- 
jury from the Fire.

Upon Q. Elizabeth's happy Inaugura- 
tion,her firſt Care was the Settlement of Re- 
ligion. But in this Ifland we fell into the 
other extreme. *Tis well known what Per. 


 fecutions the French Proteſtants ſuffered un- 


der the Reigns of Francs T, Henry II, Fran- 
cis HI, Charles IX, and Henry INI. The 
Neighbourhood of this Iſland invited great 
numbers of them, and among them ſome 
of their Miniſters, to take SanCtuary here ; 
and their Example ſoon begot in the minds 
of too many of our People a diſlike of the 
Engliſh Reformation : wherein alſo they 
were too much countenanced and encoura- 
ged by the Governor, who, whether out of 
Inclination, or AfﬀeRation of Popularity, or 
(which I rather think) the hope of adding 
to his Government the Revenue of the ſup- 
preſſed Deanry, favoured that Party. They 
poſſefſed themſelves of the Pariſh Church of 
St. Helier, where the Sieur de la Ripaudtere, 
a French Miniſter, preached 'and gave the 
Sacrament after the manner of Geneva : 
and ſoon after a folemn Deputation was 
made to the Queen, for leave to have all the 
other Churches in the Ifland modell'd after 
that way. This the Queen denied ; allow- 
ing them only that Church of which they 
were poſſeſſed, and ftritly Commanding that
